One Summnr I had a 
magnilicent plant, known botanically 
as "Bicintis," but commonly as the Cin- 
tor Boan.

"What planl is that ?» At first the re^ 
ply was : "The Castor oil plant." The 
inquirer responded "Oh !" and depart- 
ed. The associations wore more than 
ho could bear. I confess that such 
manifest indifference and disgust hurt 
me. To me tho plant was of unsurpass- 
ed beauty, and 1 was ptiz/.lsd because 
oiheis seemed to have so little regard 
for it. One'day there came lo mo a 
happy thought, and I resolved lo act 
upon it. To the next inquiry : "What 
Plant is ihis ?" I answered sonorously 
and solemnly, "JticinusPhiliipinensis.'
